Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District 
for  the  year  1909. 

From  a statistical  point  the  Report  compares  favourably 
with  that  of  previous  years. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  33.7  per  1,000  per  annum,  a decrease 
as  compared  with  the  years  1908  and  1907,  and  reasonably 
accounted  for  by  the  decrease  in  the  population  due  to  de- 
pression in  trade. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12.7  per  1,000  per  annum,  the  lowest 
Death  Rate  ever  recorded  for  the  district.  (See  Table  1 for 
comparison  of  Death  Rates  for  the  last  10  years). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  125.6  per  1,000  Births 
and  compares  favourably  with  that  of  previous  years,  being 
a slight  decrease. 

There  were  133  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  in- 
cluding 27  cases  of  Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis),  and  of 
which  77  were  removed  to  and  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.

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Infant  Mortality. 

The  Mortality  of  Infants  under  one  year  measured  by  the 
number  of  deaths  per  1,000  born  was  125.6  in  1909,  as  com- 
pared with  127.5  in  1908,  and  129.6  in  1907. 

There  were  100  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year;  the 
principal  causes  being  Premature  Birth,  Pneumonia  and 
Marasmus. 

The  notification  of  Births  Act  will  soon  be  in  force  in  our 
district,  and  which,  I hope,  will  prove  satisfactory  in  dealing 
with  the  high  infant  mortality.  The  instructions  to  be  given 
concerning  the  rearing  and  feeding  of  infants,  the  encourage- 
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ment  to  keep  their  houses  clean  and  sanitary  and  free  from 
overcrowding  will  certainly  be  a step  forward,  and  must  in 
due  course  decrease  the  infant  mortality.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  will  shortly  be  in  force  in 
our  district,  and  which,  I am  sure,  will  prove  satisfactory,.

Phthisis  represents  9 per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
for  the  year,  and  a Death  Rate  of  1.1  per  1,000  population. 

The  Council  continue  to  contribute  to  the  Stanhope 
Sanatorium  and  have  recommended  several  cases  for  admission 

during  the  year. 

The  Voluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  in  operation 
in  our  district  since  March,  1903. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  Act,  1908, 
has  been  in  operation  since  January,  1909,  and  has  so  far  proved 
satisfactory  in  bringing  to  light  several  cases  that  otherwise 
might  have  escaped  notification. 

During  the  year  there  were  6 more  deaths  from  Phthisis  as 
compared  with  1908.  Insanitary  surroundings,  over-crowding, 
and  poverty  assist  materially  in  the  spread  of  this  disease. 
Every  case  notified  to  the  Health  Department  is  supplied  with 
disinfectants  and  printed  instructions.

Every  case  notified  was  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  when  necessary  by  myself.  The  premises  being  carefully 
inspected  as  to  their  Sanitary  Condition,  and  when  thought 
necessary  the  drains  were  tested  by  the  Smoke  Tests. 

Disinfectants  and  Printed  Instructions  were  supplied  to 
every  case.  The  disinfectants  used  were  Izal,  Eukotas,  Thymo- 
Creolin  Fluid  and  Powder,  Carbolic  Acid,  Chloride  of  Lime, 
Formalin  Solution,  Hydrary,  Iodide,  and  Sulphur  Cakes. 

During  the  Isolation  period  the  houses  were  periodically 
visited  to  note  that  every  precaution  was  taken  and  the 
directions  given,  ^carried  out.  so  as  to  prevent  further  spreading 
of  the  infectious  disease. 

Non-notifiable  diseases  were  frequently  supplied  with  dis- 
infectants. 

Inhabitants  of  the  district  applying  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment were  supplied  with  disinfectants  after  satisfying  the 
Sanitarv  Inspector’s  enquiries  as  to  the  use  of  the  same. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers,  as  in  previous  years, 
willingly  assisted  the  Health  Department  in  investigating 
suspicious  cases,  and  any  suspicious  cases  or  insanitary  houses 
were  at  once  reported  by  them. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the 
School  Medical  Officer  under  the  regulations  of  the  Educational 
Administrative  Provisions  Act,  1907,  has  introduced  a new 
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element,  namely,  a speedy  investigation  and  checking  of  in- 
fectious diseases  due  to  School  surroundings  and  influences. 

The  disinfecting  of  the  premises,  bedding,  &c.,  as  in  previous 
years  has  beejn  carried  out  satisfactorily.  The  homes  infected 
were  usually  disinfected  with  Sulphur,  and  bedding,  blankets, 
&c.,  by  means  of  a Steam  and  Heated  Air  Disinfector 
(Thresh’s)  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Sicarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  50  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  50  cases  notified  in  1908,  and  84  notified  in  1907.

Qf  the  cases  notified  41  cases  were  removed  to  and  treated 
in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  was  1 death  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year,  and 
which  occurred  in  East  Ward. 

Scarlet  Fever  occurred  more  or  less  during  the  year,  and 
as  will  be  noticed  from  the  Quarterly  Notification  Tables  it 
was  most  prevalent  in  the  last  three  quarters  of  the  year, 
especially  the  4th  Quarter.  The  Wards  most  affected  were 
the  Central  and  East. 

As  to  the  cause  of  this  disease,  I could  trace  no  direct 
infection  through  the  milk  supplies  of  the  district.  Contact 
Carriers  were  in  my  opinion  the  cause  of  several  cases.  One 
rarely  finds  a populous  and  industrial  district  like  Hebburn 
entirely  free  from  Scarlet  Fever.  Want  of  knowledge  of  the 
disease  and  the  dangers  of  infection  and  how  infection  is  so 
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easily  carried  plays  an  important  part  in  the  spread  of  this 
disease.  I have  frequently  detected  cases  in  the  peeling  stage 
that  in  all  probability  have  infected  others.  I have  even 
detected  neighbours  visiting  the  sick  room  of  a friend  suffering 
from  an  infectious  disease,  although  they  have  been  warned  and 
supplied  with  printed  instructions. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  16  cases  of  this  disease  notified  as  compared 
with  8 notified  in  1908,  and  13  notified  in  1907.

There  were  5 deaths  from  this  disease,  1 each  in  the  Central 
and  North  Wards,  and  3 in  the  South  Ward. 

The  3rd  Quarter  or  Autumn  of  the  year  accounted  for  the 
greatest  number  notified,  namely  11  cases. 

As  to  the  cause  of  this  disease,  insanitary  dwellings,  de- 
fective drains  and  dirty  sinks  played  a very  important  part. 
No  doubt  some  of  the  cases  may  have  been  infected  by  Food 
Stuffs  eaten  outside  the  district. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  28  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  23  cases  notified  in  1908,  and  13  cases  notified 
in  1907.

Of  the  28  cases  notified  23  were  removed  to  and  treated  in 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

This  disease  occurred  throughout  the  year,  the  district 
never  being  entirely  free  from  it.  The  last  Quarter  accounted 
for  the  most  cases,  namely  17.  The  district  most  affected  was 
the  East  Ward. 

As  to  the  cause  of  this  disease  I could  trace  no  direct 
infection  due  to  milk  or  water  supplies.  My  remarks  upon 
the  causes  of  the  spread  of  infection  in  Scarlet  Fever  will 
apply  equally  as  well  in  this  disease.

The  Hospital  at  present  is  well  up-to-date  and  well  staffed, 
everything  being  in  readiness  to  meet  its  requirements.  During 
the  year  slight  alterations  were  made  in  the  Old  Isolation 
Block  for  the  convenience  of  Diphtheria  cases. 

My  requirements  for  the  Hospital  remain  as  in  my  previous 
annual  reports. 


PART  III. 

General  Sanitation. 

The  district  during  the  year  has  received  every  attention 
from  the  Council  Employees  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor  (Mr.  Paterson).  The  streets  were  periodically  cleaned 
and  the  sewers  flushed  with  water  and  disinfectants. 

The  streets  improvements  have  made  satisfactory  progress— 
the  Tar  Macadam  has  so  far  proved  satisfactory,  it  is  certainly 
more  sanitary  and  easier  kept  clean  than  the  old  fashioned 
cobble  stone  paving. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  inspected  the  district  periodically 
and  attended  to  its  various  requirements  from  a sanitary 
point.  Two  hundred  and  twenty  notices  were  served  by  him 
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to  abate  nuisances,  and  all  were  complied  with.  Many  repairs 
have  been  done  to  delapidated  and  insanitary  properties. 

Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  district  has  been  carried  on  satis- 
factorily during  the  year.  There  were  few  difficulties  concerning 
getting  the  refuse  to  sea  or  obtaining  waggons  at  the  Colliery; 
the  night-soil  being  regularly  removed  and  the  Ash-closets 
thoroughly  disinfected.

The  above  Table  gives  the  numbers  of  Ash-closets.,  Ash- 
pits, and  Water-closets  at  present  in  the  district. 


As  wiL  be  seen  from  the  above  Table  the  greatest  number 
of  Privy  Ash-pits  exist  in  the  East  Ward.  The  Colliery  Com- 
pany have  converted  some  40  Ash-pits  into  Ash-closets  during 
the  year  and  are  still  progressing  quietly  with  their  undertaking, 
that  is  to  convert  them  into  Ash-closets. 
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Insanitary  Property  and  Over-Crowding. 

Dr.  Reece’s  (Local  Government  Board  Inspector)  report 
and  recommendations  have  during  the  year  received  every  con- 
sideration and  attention.  Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
deal  with  insanitary  property  and  over-crowdmg.  Depression 
in  trade  and  poverty  in  tjie  district  have,  been  a hindrance 
towards  the  Council  taking  any  drastic  measures.  The  Local 
Government  Board  has  accepted  the  Council’s  statements  of 
the  recommendations  with  one  exception,  namely,  the  appoint- 
ment of  additional  help  in  the  Health  Department,  and  this 
I am  pleased  to  say  is  now  receiving  the  Council’s  careful 
consideration. 

The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  and  the  adoption 
(and  drawing  up  of  bye-laws)  of  certain  sections  under  the 
Public  Health  Amendments  Act,  1890,  together  with  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  which  has  recently 
come  into  force  should  materially  assist  in  abating  over- 
crowding and  insanitary  property. 

Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

The  Educational  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  and 
the  appointment  of  a School  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Norman)  has 
materially  assisted  the  Health  Department  in  so  far  as  the 
periodical  inspection  of  the  Schools  are  concerned.  The  School 
Medical  Officer  and  myself,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have 
arranged  to  render  each  other  every  assistance  concerning  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools,  and  to  inspect  them  together 
periodically,  and  any  insanitary  conditions  requiring  immediate 
attention  the  School  Medical  Officer  will  seek  the  assistance  of 
the  Health  Department. 

During  the  year  the  schools  have  been  inspected  and  the 
sanitary  arrangements  found  fairly  satisfactory.  They  are  cer- 
tainly not  perfect  and  up-to-date,  but  I hope  in  the  near 
future  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  myself  will  have  certain 
suggestions  to  make. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company  supply 
the  district  with  water  from  their  Boldon  Reservoir.  During 
the  year  it  has  been  plentiful  and  of  good  quality,  it  is  hard 
and  contains  much  lime. 

There  are  also  three  wells  in  the  district  being  used  for 
domestic  purposes ; the  water  in  each  well  is  good  in  quantity 

and  quality.  ' 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  given  this  part  of  his  duty 
careful  consideration,  and  during  the  year  certain  goods  exposed 
for  sale  were  found  unwholesome  and  condemned.  Three 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Analyst;  the  report 
returned  was  that  the  milk  was  quite  up  to  standard  and  of 
good  quality.  No  action  was  taken  in  any  case. 

The  County  Council  occasionally  send  their  Inspectors  into 
the  district  to  have  the  goods,  etc.,  exposed  for  sale  tested, 
but  during  the  year  I have  heard  of  no  case  where  proceedings 
have  been  taken. 

Public  Bakehouses. 

There  is  one  Bakehouse,  in  the  South  Ward.  During  the 
year  it  was  inspected  periodically  and  always  found  clean  and 
sanitary. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk  Shops. 

There  are  6 licensed  Cow-keepers  and  30  Milk  Shops  and 
several  Companies  selling  Milk  in  the  district.  They  have 
been  inspected  periodically  and  found  fairly  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  11  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  During  the 
year  they  were  inspected  periodically  and  found  fairly  satis- 
factory. Notices  were  served  in  two  cases,  and  which  notices 
were  readily  complied  with. 

A Public  Abattoir  is  certainly  what  is  required. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  1 Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district;  it  has 
been  periodically  inspected  and  always  found  satisfactory.  It 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  district  if  there  were  more  Common 
Lodging  Houses. 


Factory  and  Workshops. 

There  were  11  Registered  Workshops  on  the  register  ending 
December,  1909,  namely: — Baker  1,  Dressmaker  1,  Laundry  1, 
Milliner  3,  Plumber  2,  Sailmaker  1,  Tailor  2. 

During  the  year  they  were  periodically  examined  and  found 
satisfactory. 

There  were  3 defects  notified  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
concerning  unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation ; the  owners  were 
notified  and  the  defects  speedily  remedied. 

For  further  particulars  I have  much  pleasure  in  referring 
you  to  the  Tables  attached.

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General  Remarks. 

During  the  year  depression  in  trade  has  accounted  for  a 
good  deal  of  poverty  and  over-crowding. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
Inspector’s  (Dr.  Reece)  Report  have  received  favourable  con- 
sideration. 

The  'Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  adopted  and  will 
shortly  come  into  force  in  the  district. 

The  Public  Health  Amendments  Act  (certain  Sections), 
1890,  has  been  adopted. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  Act,  1908,  has 
been  in  operation  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  and  the  serious 
question  of  Over-crowding  in  the  district  has  occupied  much 
of  the  Council’s  time,  but  due  to  the  prevalence  of  poverty 
and  the  depression  in  trade  generally,  drastic  measures  have 
been  delayed. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Council  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  they  have  always  assisted 
me  to  fulfil  my  duties.

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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report ‘for  the 
year  ended  1909. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I have  removed  77  cases  to  the  Infectous  Disease  Hospital, 
being  18  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  I have  also  super- 
intended the  removal  and  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothes,  and 
any  articles  likely  to  retain  infection,  from  101  houses.  Two 
complaints  were  made  as  to  damage  done  to  goods,  and  for 
which  you  allowed  payment. 

I have  made  144  visits  to  houses  where  there  were  cases 
of  infectious  disease,  but  which  were  not  removed  to  the 
H ospital. 

Disinfectants  and  bills  of  instructions  as  to  the  use  of  same 
have  been  freely  distributed  and  every  precaution  taken  to 
prevent  the  spreading  of  infection.  During  the  last  two  months 
of  the  year,  when  most  of  the  cases  took  place,  the  disinfector 
was  not  in  use  owing  to  defects,  but  it  is  now  in  good  condition 
and  1 have  no  doubt  as  good  as  ever. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers  have  as  formerly  given 
valuable  information  as  to  the  attendance  of  children  at 
School  when  necessary. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1909. 

Under  the  above  regulations  there  have  been  21  notifications,

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There  were  9 males  and  12  females,  of  whom  6 died : — 2 
males  and  4 females. 

Qf  these  cases  5 were  single  and  the  others  married. 
Whereverr  equested  all  bedding  was  disinfected  and  the  houses 
stoved  or  sprayed. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

During  the  year  12,480  loads  of  refuse  have  been  disposed 
of — 2,340  on  farm  lands  and  clay  pond  at  Whinney  Lane,  and 
about  1,000  loads  were  tipped  on  the  Council’s  land  near  the 
Bede  Metal  Works.  The  remainder  was  sent  to  sea  in  hoppers. 

We  have  had  the  same  trouble  as  formerly  in  having  to  tip 
the  refuse  and  refill  it,  owing  to  the  hoppers  and  waggons  not 
being  available  att  he  time  of  cleaning  the  ash-pits,  closets,  etc.

Ash-closets,  mostly  in  the  East  Ward,  that  is  Railway,  South 
and  West  Streets.  There  has  been  22  new  Ash-closets  erected 
during  the  year,  giving  an  increase  of  77  Ash-closets  for  the 
year,  and  there  has  been  5 water-closets  erected  all  of  which 
are  in  the  Victoria  and  South  Wards.

There  have  been  a good  deal  of  repairs  topr  operty  through- 
out the  year,  which  is  very  satisfactory,  when  we  consider  the 
depression  in  all  clesses  of  trade  throughout  the  district  in  the 
past  year. 

There  are  at  least  15  o/0  of  houses  empty  at  the  present 
time,  and.  I am  sorry  to  see  theda  mage  done  to  them  by 
children  and  other  thoughtless  persons. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  11  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which 
are  private.  I found  it  necessary  to  serve  notices  on  two  of 
them  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse,  but  no  further  action  was 
necessary  the  occupiers  complying  with  the  request.  In  one 
case  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  certain  pieces  of  meat,  but 
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on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  no  further  action 
was  taken.  Connected  to  these  Slaughter  Houses  are  the 
same  number  of  retail  shops,  and  I think  the  occupiers  are 
doing  their  best  to  conduct  them  in  an  honest  mannor.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  there  are  17  shops  from  which  meat 
is  sold: — That  is  Home  Meat  4,  and  Foreign  13.  I visit  all 
of  them  as  frequently  as  possible,  and  have  no  great  reason 
to  complain  of  any  of  them. 

Fish  Shops  and  Hawkers. 

On  one  occasion  I found  it  necessary  to  seize  and  destroy 
| cwt.  of  fish  in  a hawker’s  cart,  but  who  came  from  another 
place.  He  was  allowed  to  go  on  condition  that  he  did  not 
appear  again  in  Hebburn,  which  he  has  not  done  to  my 
knowledge 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  6 Cowsheds  in  the  district  from  which  milk  is 
supplied  both,  wholesale  and  retail,  the  same  number  as  last 
year.  Ini  some  of  them  improvements  have  been  effected  in 
drainage,  lighting,  and  ventilating;  there  are  still  others  on 
which  improvements  could  be  made,  and  one  which  ought  to  be 
pulled  down. 

There  are  34  Milkshops  in  the  district,  some  of  which  are 
very  good  and  others  which  are  indifferent,  but  on  the  whole 
it  would  be  difficult  to  make  a complaint.  Three  samples  of 
milk  were  submitted  to  t he  Analyst,  and  were  returned  as  being 
of  good  quality. 

Bakehouses. 

There  is  only  one  Bakehouse  in  the  district,  against  two 
last  year.  I always  find  it  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  just  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district; 
it  is  fairly  well  conducted.  I have  had  no  complaints  from 
either  lodgers  or  neighbours j It  is  for  men  only  and  is  used 
mostly  by  men  working  in  the  district.
